Houses Were 
Unroofed, Parks and 


Public Squares Littered With Tree* 


and Hundreds of Cellars Flooded. 


Philadelphia. Aug. ll.—A girl and a 
young woman and a baby are dead, 
scores are hurt, families are living in 
borrowed homes, the parks and public 
square and streets are littered with 
[allen trees, tcdegraph and telephone 
poles are down, cellars are flooded— 
this i sa partial toll of one of the 
worst storms that over swept through 
Philadelphia and vicinity. 
A series of three storms in quick 
succession and continuing intermit­ 
tently caused 
havoc with life and 
property. The B in g le relieving feature 
wiy> the lowering of a t*nii>erature 
that of itself had caused no mean suf­ 
fering. 
The dead are: Agnes Murphy, nine­ 
teen years old. of 1770 North Newkirk 
street; 
little Germier, forty years 
old, of 2747 Eddington street; James 
MoNamee, 
infant, 
of 
26U8 
Salmon 
street. 
Miss Murphy was killed by a tree 
which fell at the very beginning of the 
storm. It happened near the city line 
in Fairmount park. Miss Murphy was 
Just in the aet of snapping a land­ 
scape picture with a small kodak she 
carried. She was dead when carried 
into St. Timothy’s hospital. 
Miss Germier came to her death by 
drowning. With Samuel Wirkshaw, of 
Chester, and James Richardson, she 
was rowing in the 
Delaware river. 
When the storm broke a quick attempt 
was made for shore, but the haste 
caused the overturning of the boat, 
and she was drowned. The men got to 
shore all right and were placed under 
arrest. 
An eleven-months-old baby, James, 
son of Patrick McNamee, 2608 Salmon 
street, was 
killed by a falling tree 
during the wind storm prior to he rain 
in Our Mother of Sorrows cemetery. 
The child was 
with its father and 
seven year old 
brother, Patrick, Jr., 
when the accident happened. Both tho 
brother and father were injured by 
rho falling tree and were treated at 
the West Philadelphia 
Homeopathic 
hospital. 
The storm played freaks all over the 
city and lightning literally played ten­ 
pins with 
trees. 
Traffic was every­ 
where delayed, and so severe was the 
rainfall in Manayunk and Roxborough 
that traveling automobiles were stall­ 
ed because the water rose above the 
floor of the machines and stopped he 
machinery. 
For a minute—when the disturbance 
was at its worst—the velocity of the 
wind was at the rate of sixty miles an 
hour. The maximum was rated forty- 
eight miles an hour. 
Thirty five persons were Injured by 
the falling OI the roof of the Georgp's 
Hill picnic pavilion shortly after the 
storm started. 
More than 200 person* 
were crowded into the small 
space, 
which afforded the only place of shel­ 
ter in that section of the park when 
a gust of wind blew all the braces 
from under the roof. The conical shape 
of the roof was the only thing that 
saved many from being 
killed 
and 
more injured, according to those who 
escaped unhurt. 
When the roof fell those in the ren­ 
ter were Imprisoned under the huge 
tent shape covering, but were unhurt. 
Two serious cases of injury are those 
of Miss Anna Gratz, of 1733 Moore 
street, and Hugh Gallagher, of 1732 
Wood 
street. 
Miss Gratz was at 
Woodside park and was struck by a 
failing tree. 
Both of her legs were 
broken. Gallagher was working on the 
roof of his home and toppled over 
when the wind hurled him from 
hind. He struck on his head and may 
die, 
The damage of the storm was gen­ 
eral. A great part of It was caused by 
the trees that were uprooted. 
Fair­ 
mount park was as desolate as it was 
devastated 
five 
minutes 
after 
the 
storm begin 
Pavilions were sought, 
and unfortunately sometimes, for the 
roofs were no more stable than on 
some of the houses. In Logan. Ritten- 
house, Washington and Independence 
squares trees of scores of years were 
uprooted. 
More than twenty-five trees were 
blown down in Our Mother of Sorrows 
cemetery, at Forty-eighth street and 
Girard avenue. The neighborhood at 
Forty second street and Woodland ave­ 
nue was badly cut up by lowered trees 
and poles. 
At Broad street station a flag pole 
blew down, and at Broad and Filbert 
streets part of a small tower blew 
down. 
Several windows on the Juni­ 
per street side of Wanamaker's store 
were blown in. 


U. S. Warships Take American Refu­ 


gees From 
Danger Zone at Em- 


palme, Mex. 


Vera Cruz, Mex., Aug. ll. — John 
Lind, President Wilson’s personal rep­ 
resentative, and Mrs. Lind and Dr. 
William Bayard Hale, who has bc*en 
in Mexico tor some time studying con­ 
ditions on behalf of President Wilson, 
left here on a regular passenger train 
bound for Mexico City. 
Mr. Lind goes into the Mexican 
capital in the face of covert danger, 
despite that he has received unquali­ 
fied assurance of safety. 
The private envoy is persona non 
grata with the Huerta government, ai 
was definitely stated by Huerta sev­ 
eral days ago. For Mr. Lind possesses 
no credentials, and it is known by all 
that he Ir under orders not to trans­ 
mit to Huerta the recognition of the 
United States, which Huerta demands. 
" I know nothing about the situation 
or the conditions here. 
Is it safe for 
me to go to Mexico City?” 
This was the question John Lind 
asked W. W. Canada.’ American con­ 
sul at Vera Cruz, when he was greet­ 
ed by him on board the battleship New 
Hampshire. 
"You can go any time you care to, 
and be as safe as though you were in 
your own home in Minnesota,” was the 
reply of Mr. Canada. 


American* Leave Danger Zone. 
Washington, Aug. ll.—Safe removal 
of American citizens desiring to leave 
the danger zone in the vicinity of Em- 
palme. Mex., was reported to the navy 
department by Rear Admiral Cowles, 
commanding 
the 
American 
Pacific 
coast fleet, from Guaymas. 
The refugees are being taken car* 
of on the cruiser Pittsburgh and th* 
supply ship Glacier and will be sent 
to the United States, according to Ad­ 
miral Cowles’ wireless dispatch. 
"The local authorities." reported th* 
admiral, “have delivered over L. H. 
Morrison to the 
commander of th* 
Pittsburgh for transportation to the 
United States, and William Zierlck, 
now being taken care of on the Gla­ 
cier, will go north on that ship The 
consul made all arrangements for the 
transportation from Etnpalme to Quay* 
mas of Mrs. G. C. White and Mrs. H. I. 
Martin in order to take them on the 
Pittsburgh. General Manager Hines, of 
the Southern Pacific company, ordered 
an Empalme railroad official north by 
rail, and he has gone that way. 
Ar­ 
rangements have been made for trans­ 
portation by the Glacier for Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Hopkins, 
Mrs. David 
Gibson and five small children.” 
The Americans reported removed to 
the warships are families of prominent 
Americans for whom anxiety has been 
felt for some time.

NO MORE LAND FOR JAPS 


California's 
Troublesome 
Anti-Alien 
Law Operative. 
San francisco, Aug. l l .—Saturday 
was the last day under the alien land 
act t«avsi‘d by the late legislature on 
which Japanese either as individuals 
or corporations might acquire land in 
California. 
Individuals now holding land may 
continue to hold It during their nat­ 
ural lives, but may not divise it to 
Japanese heirs. Corporations formed 
lcefore the law went into effect may 
hold land for fifty years. A number of 
such corjKirations have recently been 
recorded. 
Attorney 
General 
Webb, 
who riviscd the bill Into its present 
form, said: 
**No object of the law has been de­ 
feated by th e se corporations. The law 
was not Intended to force Japanese 
now owning land to part with it at 
once or within any fixed period. They 
were to be permitted to hold It during 
their lives By forming corporations 
they merely extended tchlr time of 
owaerrhlp.

New York, Aug. ll. — Tonight, lf 
possible, the 
Tnmmanyized F rawley 
committee will lay before the legis 
lature the conc (unions it has drawn 
from its inquiry into Governor Sui- 
z tr ’s stock speculations 
during the 
course of his campaign last full. Tire 
report will not, in any event, be de­ 
layed beyond Wednesday. 
The report, it is said by Chairman 
Frawley, will consist of the record of 
the evidence, a digest of what the 
committee believes it has prove! and 
probably recommendations as to what 
action should be taken thereon. 
It is 
possible, however, that the evidence 
will go to the senate aud house with­ 
out any recommendations whatever. 
it was understood that, the report 
would lay stress on three things ad 
dined In the testimony: 
First—That 
Governor 
Sulzer 
is 
chargeable with perjury, In that he 
swore that he had received “directly 
or indirectly’’ not more than $5240 for 
campaign contributions. 
Heeand—-That he wrote a letter to 
the Farmers' Loan and Trust com 
puny stating that he had authorized 
his secretary, Ixuiis A. Sarecky, to ac­ 
cept campaign contributions and that 
Sarecky had d e p o s its $12,000 in the 
bank during the campaign. 
Third—That a number of unreported 
campaign contributions were used by 
the governor to purchase stocks in 
Wall street. 
If ingenuity and determination ran 
achieve it. there can he but one con­ 
sequence of the conclusions In this re­ 
to r t— a demand by the assembly for 
the impeachment of the governor. Al­ 
though 
provisions for the Impeach­ 
ment of executive officers are contain­ 
ed in the constitution of every state 
In the Union, history does not record 
the taking of such action against a 
governor. 
This is one of the reasons why Tam­ 
many is set upon bringing Seizer to 
the bar of a court of impeachment. 
Even to put him upon trial would he 
a revenge without precedent; to con­ 
vict him would be a deadly reprisal, 
as the leaders of Tammany regard it. 
There Is another reason why Im­ 
peachment will be attempted rather 
(ban the course earlier taken under 
consideration—that of bringing action 
in a criminal c ourt on a charge of per­ 
jury, alleging that the governor did 
not truthfully declare bis campaign 
receipts and expenditures.

verdict had been gained there would 
come the a1! but interminable appeals, 
which would probably not atop short 
of th** supreme court of tne United 
States.

stltntional provision that Impeachment 
shall not stand in the way of prosecu­ 
tion In the courts, lf Tainmany’a de 
sire for vengeance should not be ap­ 
peased by the governor’s

ment, bls conviction might easily be 
sought in another court. 
The friends of Governor Sulzer be­ 
yond insisting that the law doe* not 
forbid the omission of contributions 
from accountings, hold that the legis­ 
lature is without authority to act at 
fbi* session. They insist that impeach­ 
ment proceedings can only be begun 
at a regular session or at a session 
( ailed specifically tor such a purpose. 
It Is further contended that com 
plaint cannot be made against a gov­ 
ernor for any act except one in the 
course of his term of office.

campaign fund matters are. of course, 
matters of a period before Mr. Sulzer 
took office.
